THE HONGKONG ELECTRIC LIGHT 
‘ INSTALLATION. , 
Tho importance and utility of the electric 


“light has been recognised in a greater de- 


grea in the Colonies than in the homo 
country, and tha Foreign and Colonial Im- 
porter_and British Trade Review, of Decem- 
ber I, devoted considersble space to an 
illustrated article on the extension of the 
aystem of electric lighting in Hongkong :-— 
Tha progress in electricity a4 a lighting 
and motive power renders the subject one 
which may often be referred to atconsider- 
able length. Installations may. now be 
mado wherevor civilization exists, at a vory 
small cost in comparison with tho carlier 
expensive metheds. Among the English 
firma who have carried out extensive 
inatallations abroad and in’ the colonics is 
that of Messrs Johnson & Phillips; Limited, 
of Old Chariton, Kent, and 14 Union Court, 
Old Broad Streét, Londons. This firm have 
lung niade distance installations a study, 
and wo give iculars of a very successtul 
example of £) 
- The central lighting station at Hong- 
kong, of which views ars shown, -has uow 
been in successful operation for six years, 
and waa installed ‘and the public lighting 
atarted in December 18M. dt was designe: 
by J. W. Hart, Esq., M.T. , for the 
Hongkong Electric Company, Limited, and 
the whole of the plant, inclading engines, 
boilers, dynamos, motors, switchbourds, 
lumps (arc and incandescent), mains, 


10,000 lamps are in use. In spite of the 
fact that the overhead wires have on several 
occasions been damaged by, tire and blown 
down ‘by typhoons, there ie ne doubt that 
the company were well adyiaed in adopting 
the overhead syateps as the other alter- 
native of putting the wires underground 
would have boen exceedingly costly, owing 
to the nature of the ground, which is nearly 
all solid granite. As it was, many of the 
holes for the pesta had to be blasted out 
with gunpowder. 

In conncetion with the troubles with 
typhoons it may be interesting to mention 
that on one oecasion some Chincss junks 
were blown right up against the sea wall, 
and their-masta becoming entangled with 
the cables which ran alongside, brought 
them down to the ground together with 
some dozen posts which carried them. 
Strange to aay, no interruption occurred. to 
the lighting, thanks to the good insulation 
of the cables ; and the station officials were 
not even aware of tho accident until the 
following morning. +--. .-——

for coal storage alongside. ‘The flue, which |+ 


passes along the back of the boilers, passes 
through tho wall and into the chimney 
shaft which is, 7ft, high. Japanese 
coal is used “and although rather 
smoky, gives very little trouble “in 
keoping stesm.. Next to the boiler honse 
is a stord for cables and line materials, and 
there is also anothcr large store fitted up 
with shelves all round, and having a gallery 
round ‘it’ for the storage of electric Light 
fittings and glass. Thora is. a small office 
fitted up for ‘general..testing and for regu- 
lating and testing the meters for house 
supply: The alternating imeters are of the 
shunt type. The three are light dynamos, 
which are fitted with autornatic ‘regulstors, 
are cach of 55 lights capacity, and are run 
off counter shait by belts. Two horizon- 
tal and one vertical ongine work on to the
